FORTIFYING THE CANAL 


Reports of Agricultural Department 


Conflict—Congressmen 
Divided 


OH Tariff Question. 


§ 


Washington, D. C., January 23.— 


There are indications that the most 
promising Congress for a score of 
years has lost its dynamic force six 
weeks before its end; but little legis- 
lation begun in December is likely io 
he enacted. Some are predicting that 
the appropriation bills will not be 
passed by March the 4th. It is al- 
most impossible for a heterogeneous 
team of over three hundred patriots, 
statesmen, demagogues and cranks to 
pull together as a harmonious whole. 
A majority of Congress knows that 
the country is demanding a lowering 
of certain tariff schedules. It knows 


the country wants a parcels post 


and many other important measures, 
but with half a dozen political fac- 
tions and ten times as many individ- 
uals pulling in sixty-seven different 
directions, there is but little probabil- 
ity of urgently needed legislation. 


Secretary Wilson 
and Assistant 


Secretary Hays of the Agricultural 
Department were evidently not in. 
harmonious consultation before they 
went into print. Mr. Hays says that 
the drift of population to the cities 
makes it impossible for low prices 
ever to return, while Secretary Wil- 
son reports an increased production 
per acre, outstripping the increase in 
population, and predicts a decrease 
in the cost of food stuffs. 
It is diffi- 


cult to see how prices can come down 
when farm lands and farm hands are 
going up. There is, however, ground 
for expectation that the denizens of 
American cities may, like the inhabi- 
tants of the villages of Europe, turn 
farmer. 
It is not unusual for Swiss 


and Russian farm peasantry to live 
considerable distances from the land 
which they till. Moreover, they walk 
to their places of work. Possibly the 
time is not far distant when many 
thousands of American farmers will 
live, in towns and cities and be con- 
veyed cheaply to and from their fields 
by electric cars.

The Rescue ot Grecley Re-told 
Frank B. Coply, who has been 


writing a series of three articles for 
The American Magazine on the Gree- 
ley expedition, contributes many new 
facts and items of interest concerning 
that 
ill-starred 
expedition 
which 


heretofore have not been made pub- 
lic 
In the February issue of the 


magazine there appears the last of 
these articles and in it Mr. Copley de- 
scribes the dramatic rescue of the 
seven survivors who a day later 
would have all been found dead. The 
actual moment of rescue, the writer 
describes as follows: 


"In the evening all the men were 


in their bags, waiting for death. 
Greeley, Frederick, Biederbick, Eli- 
son and Connell were under the fall- 
en canvas of the tent. Brainard and 
Long were under the fallen convas of 
the adjoining shelter. 
Connell had 


passed into the unconscious state 
which was the prelude of death. The 
other six men, supremely indifferent, 
to everything, lay idly dozing. 


"But the evening still was young 


when, seemingly from a distance, 
there came a sound that forced itself 
upon their attention. 


"Once came the sound! 
Twice 


came the sound! 
Three times came 


the sound! Each time it was a long, 
insistent screech. 


"At first it was annoying. 
But 


with the second repetition of th 
screech, Brainard and Long sat uj 
and looked at each other! 


From under the canvas of the ten 


came the complaining voice of Gree 
ley: 'Braiuard, did you hear it?' 
" 'Yes, sir!' 
" What was it?' 
" 'I think—I am pretty sure that i 


was the whistle of a steamer.' 


"Greeley asked Brainard and Lon; 


if they could get out from under their 
convas, and report if anything-was to 
be seen. 
They said they felt able to 


climb to the high, rocky point on the 
ridge where Brainard had set a signal 
flag. 


" 'Do your best," said Greeley. 
"Slowly and painfully, Brainard 


and Long crawled up the narrow 
path in the snow to the point which 
commanded a broad view. 


"There was much open water, but 


nothing was to be seen on it save the 
old monotonous floes and bergs. 


"Long said they must have been 


mistaken in the nature of the sound 
they had heard. Brainard agreed. 


"After a few minutes, Brainard, 


chilled through, said he would go 
back and report to Greeley. 
Long, 


who was more warmly clad, said he 
would stay up there a while longer. 


"Brainard crawled back into his 


bag, fully believing that he never 
would leave it again and fully resign- 
ed to the prospect. 


"Presently Biederbick began to ar- 


gue that the fact that no ship was to 
be seen from the point above them 
did not necessarily indicate that they 
had been deceived in believing that 
the sounds they heard were those of 
a ship's whistle. He suggested that 
the ship might be in Payer Harbor, 
which, just to the south of Cape 
Sabine, could not be seen from their 
ridge. 


"Greeley aroused 
himself 
suffi- 


ciently to say that he did not consider 
this probable. 


"Biederbick, however, went on ar- 


guing in his persistent German way, 
that help was near. At length Gree- 
ley, whose nerves were a wreck and 
w hose mind was fast giving way, 
turned on Biederbick and cursed him 
for making a disturbance. 


" 'Shut up!' he ordered; 'and let us 


die in peace.' 


"So once more there was quiet. 
"Lying outside in his bag, Brain- 


ard vaguely wondered if he ever 
again would see Long. 


"Presently he heard footsteps. 
"Someone was coming. 
"It could not be Long. 
"Whoever was ' coming was 'run- 


ning. 


"God! he was running!

They hate the Mexican because to 
them ha is a Spaniard, and to the 
Spaniard they attribute all the trou- 
ble and restraint ever laid on them, 
and they hate him for the religion he 
tried to found there. 
Being sun 


worshippers the Zunis have little 
time for churches and the white 
man's roads to Zion. 
They see God 


in the sunshine and hear him in the 
winds, and they don't want any 
churches, crosses and fancy doings. 


But to get back to the camera and 


the interesting time I had trying to 
get Lo to be good, lift the chin a little 
and look pleasant. 


-Their foot and horse races were 


outside the villcge and there I got a 
fairly good photograph, and none of 
the Indians made any objection, but 
the interior view, showing the burial 
ground and the abandoned mission, I 
had difficulty in getting and only one 
of a dozen exposures were good.

WEB OF THE SPIDER. 


Thousands of Strands In Each of Its 


Silky Threads. 


For u long time the web of the spi- 


der was supposed to be a simple 
strand of wavy silk, but later it wab 
found that such was far from being 
the case. 


Under tbe microscope we can get at 


the secret of the spinning very nicely 
We see that there are either four or 
six teats on the spider near the lower 
part of the abdomen, almost exactly 
similar to the teats of a cow. From 
these issue four or six strands, as the 
case may be. But these strands them- 
selves are not simple, but are com- 
posed of at least a thousand fibers 
each, for it has been proved that in 
each teat there is a sieve of at least 
a thousand holes, through which the 
silky matter is stiamod 
Thus we see 


that, fine as is a spider's web, it is yet 
composed of from 4,000 to G.OOO fibers 
Leuwenboeck states that it would take 
at least 4.000,000 of the completed 
threads to make a thread as strong as 
a silk thread of the size of a hair. 


As to tbe color of the thread, our 


ordinary spiders spin one of a uniform 
gray color. But In the riotous tropics 
there are found spiders that spin vari- 
colored webs. 
One particularly pro- 


duces red, yellow and black threads, 
which It binds together with a pleas- 
ing color effect. 


In the thread of the spider lies dor- 


mant a great industry once it Is prop- 
erly studied.—Popular Magazine.

village, where the aged Indians sun 
themselves along the river banks, 1 
had no trouble in getting individual 
views, for these old fellows readily 
p_osed ^for me when I offered them 
smoking tobacco, apples, etc~ 


Hundreds of years ago, when the 


Spanish soldiers found Zuni, they tore 
out some of the houses in the center 
of the village and erected for the In- 
dians a church, an exact counterpart 
of the famous San Miguel mission in 
Santa Fe, and enclosed a burial 
ground adjoining it. The Zunis, be- 
ing sun-worshippers, did not take LO 
the Catholic faith, and as soon as the 
soldiers left they butchered'the mis- 
sionaries and abandoned the church 
Time and again the Spaniards endea- 
vored to establish their rehgion there 
and convert the Indians, but the tra- 
der told me the missionaries did not 
hold out, and the attempt was finally 
abandoned 


The old church, dismantled, stands 


today 
Its dobie walls are foui feet 


thick, and the handsome hand carv- 
ings on the old beams inside are a= 
beautiful as the day the work was 
done.

has been buried there, until now 
there is literally more bones than 
earth. 
When an Indian dies a shal- 


low grave is scooped out on top of 
the other graves, the body is dumped 
m, and then the thickest of the scat- 
tered bones of the previous dead is 
kicked in on top of the new corpse. 
Then to add to the horror, the village 
hogs had rooted a hole through the 
dobie wall, got inside and did a mis- 
cellaneous and very careless job of 
exhuming, and everywhere human 
bones protruded. Near the dobie wall 
was a splendid skull specimen of 
&ome old, forgotten warrior, that I 
j earned for. 
The blowing sand for 


many years had given it a beautiful 
polish and it glistened in the sun 
But the Indians were suspicious and 
there was no chance. 
I told the 


driver I would give him ?5 if he 
would help me to get it when dark- 
ness came. 
But darkness did not 


come. The night was full moon. We 
remained in the village until nearly 
midnight, but the Indians dogged our 
steps, and around the burial ground 
wall a hundred or more stood foi- 
hours. 
They don't want their dead 


burial ground runs down the banks 
to this sluggish stream, and then the 
villagers scoop it up and dunk it 
A 


white man would not last thirty days 
under these conditions, but the In- 
dians are immune 


I found one place, and one only, 


where the Zunis excel—they are mar- 
velous foot runners, and have won- 
derful endurance 
Many of these In- 


dians will literally tire out, run down 
and capture a wild colt, by keeping 
him away from water and continually 
chasing him for twenty-four to forty- 
eight hours. . I saw a young strap- 
pling win a foot race across an un- 
even prairies, a distance of fifteen 
miles, in one hour and twenty-eight 
minutes 
But taken away from their 


village they do not make good. Dif- 
ferent conditions, different food and 
their inherited lack of sand make 
them easy losers in the white man's 
game 


But the Zunis aie game sports at 


home. One of their sport day events 
was a horse race, five miles under the 
whip, no saddles or stiriups and abso- 
lutely naked jockeys 
For hours be- 


foie tbe event the Indians congregat- 
ed out on the pia'nie, wheie betting 
was fast and furious.

Just outside the village is a stone 


pyramid that to the Zunis marks the 
center of the earth, and here early 
everymornmg the strange secret cere- 
monies of the sun-worshippers are 
performed 
An Indian will walk out 


and stand silent as a statue for per- 
haps a half hour, then throw open 
his blanket, take out a parcel of the 
sacred corn meal and sprinkle it 
around. Then he will go through the 
various forms of the daily service and 
conclude by walking so many paces, 
to the four points, after which the 
sun will rise and set regularly for 


bones disturbed by white men—hogs 
are a different proposition. 


The village is built almost to the 


water's edge of the Zuni River, and 
running back up the bluff.

This--week's lesson Is much more at- 


tractive then that of last -week, Inas- 
much as we are now Introduced to an- 
other good king of Judah, Jehoshaphal 
by name, "who succeeded his father 
Asa and reigned twenty-five years. 
Last week It was chiefly the devil and 
his wickedness; now it is chiefly Je- 
hovah and His ways. We say "chief- 
ly" because there were some things in 
the life of Jehoshaphat which were 
not ordered by the Lord, though they 
were doubtless overruled by Him for 
good. I refer to his joining affinity 
with Ahab and with Ahaziah, kings 
of Israel, who both did very wickedly 
'xviii, 1; xx, 35). God wants a people 
wholly set apart for Himself and in 
no way entangled by or mixed up with 
unbelievers 
Our Instructions 
are 


plainly written in II Cor. A-i. 14-18, the 
only passage in the New Testament 
outside of Revelation where we find 
the name "Almighty," the significance 
of whioh we will not know m our ex- 
perience unless we are wholly separat- 
ed unto Him. 


Many beautiful things are said of 


Jehoshaphat in our lesson, such as 
The Lord was with him; he sought to 
the Lord God of his father; his heart 
was lifted up in the ways of the Lord," 
also some grand things that he said 
are found in the record of him, such 
as "Believe in the Lord your God, so 
shall ye be established; believe His 
prophets, so shall ye prosper" (xx, 20); 
also his charge to the Levites and 
priests hi chapter six, 9-11, and his 
jrayer In chapter xx, 6-12. 


It was most commendable that he 


should send throughout all the cities 
of Judah those who would teach out 
of the book of the law of the Lord 
/verse 9) 
So we read that the Lord 


established the kingdom in his hand, 
and not only all Judah, but also the 
Philistines and the Arabians, brought 
lim presents, and he had riches and 
lonor in abundance and waxed great 
exceedingly (verses 5, 10-12), a ful 
fillment of the words, "Them that hon- 
or me I will honor" (I Sam. ii. 30). 


It would have been a better record 


if it could have been written that this 
good king never in any way turned 
aside from doing right in the sight of 
the Lord, but only one ever lived on 
earth who knew no sin and did no 
sin. . Ever since Adam sinned every 
mere man has proved himself to be a 
shiner. How wonderful it is and what 
glorious good news that He who never 
sinned, having been made sin for us, 
offers to blot out all our sins and put 
His righteousness to our account be- 
fore God (II Cor. v, 21). 


When Jehoshaphat went with Ahab 


to battle and almost lost his life there 
by, when he in his extremity cried out. 
the Lord helped him, and God moved 
them to depart from him (xviii, 29-31) 
It is only as the Lord, or Jehovah, who 
by grace becomes our righteousness, 
that God, or Elohim, the Creator, can 
do anything for such as we are 
It 


was after Jehoshaphat had been re- 
buked for his sin in the matter of 
Ahab with the memorable and far- 
reaching words, "Shouldst thou help 
the ungodly and love them that hate 
the Lord," that he said to the judges 
whom he appointed, "Take heed what 
ye do, for ye Judge not for man, but 
for the Lord" (chapter xix. 2, 0, 7) 
When we see in our day those who 
profess to honor Jesus as God joining 
hands la so called good works with 
those who denv that Jesus is God it 
looks very much like a union of Christ 
and antichiist, an impossibility, and 
therefore all who unite in any way 
with the enemies of Christ are for the 
time being denying Him 


The record of Jehoshaphat's victory 


over the people of Ammon, Moab and 
Mount Seir in chapter xx is in many 
respects the most remarkable part of 
his story 
His confession of utter 


helplessness and lack of wisdom, with 
his reliance upon God, as set forth in 
his prayer (verses G-12), is very beau- 
tiful 
The answer 
to bis prayer 


through Jahaziel (verses 14-17) was 
most encouraging with its repeated 
"Be not afraid nor dismayed," and its 
other words, so like those through 
Moses, when the Egyptians pursued 
Israel. Compare Ex. xiv, 13, 14, "If 
we are true children of God the bat- 
tle is alv nys His. and it is ouis to 
stand still and sco tl«> sahation of the 
Lord." 
On this occasion the people 


went forth singing and praising the 
Lord, and not only -wore the enemies 
smitten, but they began to destroy 
themselves. It is always safe to be-

The (emphatic) resur- 
rection signifies the special or First- 
resurrection class, and the dead simi- 
larly marks the special class of dead 
ones—the saintly dead, the Church of 
Christ, begotten of the Holy Spirit to 
a new nature,'the heavenly nature. 


Not noticing this, commentators 


and people in general have applied 
these words to humanity in general 
and understand them to teach that all 
that are sown in corruption will be 
raised in iucorruption; that all who 
die in weakness, will be raised in 
power; that all who die animal 
bodies, will be raised spiritual bodies. 
But the Apostle is endeavoring to im- 
press a very different lesson, namely, 
that the Church is a special class and 
will have a special resurrection to 
spirit conditions which the world will 
never know anything about, experi- 
mentally.

There'is no such proof; the wish is 


Yet why 
should men wish to be spirit beings 
at death, if they believe, as the creeds 
declare, that tortures await "them in 
the spirit land—await nine hundred 
and ninety-nine out of ever thous- 
and ?

completion of the elect Church "and 
her glorification with our Lord in his 
resurrection, the "first resurrection" 


argument is that none need expect to 
be of the wheat class, the spirit class, 
unless they are of that class when 
sown in death. 
In other words, he 


would have them understand that a 
natural man, an animal man, in the 
resurrection will be an animal man, 
but those who accept the Divine offer 
of this Gospel Age, to become new 
creatures in Christ Jesus, begotten 
again by the Holy Spirit—these will 
not come forth in the resurrection 
human beings, but, being in full har- 
mony with the begetting of the spirit 
which they have received, will in the 
resurrection be born of the spirit.
